Emergency Department of 
Hospital ready for holidays! 


The festive days of Christmas 
and the New Year are upon 
us. Our local Hospital has 
learned from experience that 
during these days the Emer¬ 
gency Department receives 
an avalanche of visitors for a 
variety of reasons. Most of 
the visits, however, are for 
emergency cases. In this con¬ 
text it is also important to 
emphasize that, indeed, the 
Emergency Department is 
primarily for handling emer¬ 
gency situations. 

Emergency Department 
(SEH): 

The number of patients 
needing assistance during the 


festive days can be enro- 
mous. Due to the fact that 
Doctors are not working with 
appointments on these days, 
people normally head to the 
Emergency Department to 
consult a Doctor. The conse¬ 
quence hereof is that the Hos¬ 
pital receives a great deal of 
patients who would normally 
go to their primary health 
care provider (‘house doc¬ 
tor’), but instead come to the 
Emergency Department. The 
Emergency Department, 
however, is not equipped for 
that purpose. With so many 
people at the department 
makes for long wait lists.

During the festive days 
ahead, the Department will 
have extra personnel on hand 
to help aleviate the flow of 
patients and so doing help to 
reduce the waiting time. 

Patients who come to the 
Emergency Department will 
have to pass through their 
‘triage’ system by a profes¬ 
sional emergency nurse. 
Based on the ‘triage’ system, 
which happens to be an inter¬ 


national standardized system, 
they will determine the level 
of urgency of each patient. 
This will determine whether 
the patient will be attended 
immediately or if the patient 
will have to wait for other pa¬ 
tients with greater urgency to 
be attended first. It is impor¬ 
tant for everyone to under¬ 
stand that getting to the 
Emergency Department is 
not a matter of “first come 


first served.” It could happen 
that your turn is about to 
come and someone appears 
whose case is of greater ur¬ 
gency and you would have to 
wait for that patient to receive 
help before you. 

Doctors on duty/”Huis- 
artsenpost” (HAP): 

If your situation requires 
the attention of a primary 
doctor, you may proceed to 
the office of the Doctor on 


duty situated next to the Urol¬ 
ogy Clinic. On holidays the 
scheduled hours are from 
9:00am to 1:00pm and from 
6:00pm to 10:00pm. 

Every patient is required 
to present with their AZV 
card, if not they will be re¬ 
quired to pay cash for the 
services rendered. On De¬ 
cember 24th and 25th and on 
Decemb er 31st, the Doctors 
offices will be open as usual 
according to the above sched¬ 


ule. 

Our Hospital hopes that 
the entire community will 
enjoy the festive days ahead, 
and reminds everyone to do 
so in a healthy and safe man¬ 
ner. Drive carefully, do not 
abuse alchohol and do not 
drive if you are drinking. 
Those on special Doctor pre¬ 
scribed diets, be sure to main¬ 
tain your prescribed diet 
during these days.

Obama picks John Kerry as secretary 
of state 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama on 
Friday nominated Senator 
John Kerry as his new secre¬ 
tary of state, as he began to 
reshape his national security 
team for a second term 
clouded by increased global 
turmoil. 

Kerry, 69, a decorated 
Vietnam War veteran, de¬ 
feated former presidential 
candidate and foreign policy 
sage, will succeed Hillary 
Clinton, who is stepping 
down after four years as the 
top US diplomat. 

’’Over these many years, 
John's earned the respect and 
confidence of leaders around 
the world," Obama said at the 
White House as he an¬ 
nounced Kerry's nomination, 


his first second-term cabinet 
pick. 

"He is not going to need a 
lot of on the job-training.” 

Kerry stepped up follow¬ 
ing the withdrawal of UN 
ambassador Susan Rice, the 
early favorite for the post, 
who was caught in the politi¬ 
cal aftermath of the attack of 
the US consulate in Beng¬ 
hazi, Libya in September. 

Obama said that Kerry, 
chairman of the Senate For¬ 
eign Relations committee, 
had played a central role in 
every US foreign policy de¬ 
bate for 30 years and that his 
"entire life" had prepared him 
for his new role. 

Kerry saw life overseas as 
the son of a Cold War foreign 
service officer, served as a 


navy officer in Vietnam, and 
spent years wrestling with 
foreign policy issues in the 
Senate. 

Obama said that Clinton 
had hoped to be at the an¬ 
nouncement, but was still re¬ 
covering from a serious virus 
and a concussion. 

The White House had 
hoped to make a clean sweep 
by announcing all nomina¬ 
tions to the national security 
team, including new chiefs of 
the CIA and Pentagon at once. 

But a crush of political 
events, including the "fiscal 
cliff’ economic crisis, has 
pushed them back. A battle is 
already raging as opponents 
seek to tar former senator 
Chuck Hagel, a possible pick 
for Defense Secretary.

Ayacas-a holiday tradition you must tryI 





—The regional influences on 
Aruban culture and traditions 
are particularly evident during 
the holiday season; many of 
the practices of the island’s 
neighbor to the south are par¬ 
ticularly a part of holiday cel¬ 
ebrations. 

Gaita bands are usually 
found at most celebrations, 
and a favorite item on the 
menu that makes a Christmas 
dinner complete is ayaca- de¬ 
rived from the hayaca, of 
Venezuela, also known as hal- 
laca, which has been an essen¬ 
tial part of the holiday meal for 
centuries. 

The origins of the dish and 
even the etymology of the 
word ayaca is a matter of 
scholarly debate. Popular 
myth proposes during colonial 
times it was common practice 
for plantation owners to do¬ 
nate leftover Christmas food 
scraps, such as bits of pork and 
beef, to their slaves. These 


would be molded into a corn- 
meal paste to create a more 
substantial dish, then wrapped 
in plantain leaves for cooking; 
a process which could take 
anywhere from 2 to 3 
hours.

Seroe Preto City of Lights 


— Now is the time of year to 
visit Aruba’s City of Lights at 
Seroe Preto in San Nicolas It 
is an annual community effort 
of volunteers who build and 
entire town out of colored 
lights on this striking hillside.

The City of Lights will be 
on display until Three Kings 
Day, January 6.

Average annual cost is 
$12,000 to construct, which 
does not include the utility 
bills. The project is funded by 
donations and fundraising 
events throughout the year. 
The first efforts began back in 
1957.

Police fear 
turf war as 
biker gangs 
arrive in 
Europe 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - A wave 
of biker gangs from the US, 
Canada and Australia arriving 
in Europe has raised fears of 
deadly turf battle like the 
Nordic biker wars of the 
1990s, European police 
agency Europol warned on Fri¬ 
day. 

Gangs such as the Co- 
mancheros and Rebels from 
Australia, Rock Machine from 
Canada and the Mongols and 
Vagos from the US were mov¬ 
ing into Europe, said a Europol 
statement. 

The total number of what it 
called Outlaw Motorcycle 
Gangs (OMCG) in Europe 
now ran at more than 700 , it 
said. 

The gangs were seeking out 
particularly a dangerous hard 
core of recruits in their bid to 
seize territory to traffic drugs, 
weapons and people. 

Now they were approaching 
far-right militants, prison gang 
members, hooligans and mili¬ 
tary personnel to exploit their 
expert knowledge, said Eu¬ 
ropol. 

The gangs "have a propen¬ 
sity to use extreme forms of vi¬ 
olence”, including with 
Kalashnikov assault rifles and 
grenades. 

Modern biker gangs were 
becoming less associated with 
the biker lifestyle, with some 
members having neither a mo¬ 
torbike nor a driving licence, 
Europol noted. 

The deadly conflict ex¬ 
ploded when the Bandidos 
gang penetrated Nordic coun¬ 
tries and challenged the Hell's 
Angels for a region that had 
been under their control for 
more than a decade. 

Bikers used weapons in¬ 
cluding assault rifles, anti-tank 
weapons and car bombs 
against each other, leaving at 
least 11 bikers dead and 
dozens wounded.

Psy's 'Gangnam Style' 
reaches one billion 
views 


SEOUL (AFP) - Psy’s '’Gang¬ 
nam Style” became the first 
video to hit a billion views on 
YouTube on Friday, marking a 
fresh milestone in the global 
craze for the South Korean 
rapper and his horse-riding 
dance. 

The view counter attached to 
’’Gangnam Style,” which was 
only posted on the video-shar¬ 
ing site July 15, clicked over 
into 10 figures at around 1550 
GMT, confirming its status as 
the most viewed video in the 
site's history. 

"One billion views is an in¬ 
credible number,” said Kevin 
Allocca, YouTube trends man¬ 
ager, who attributed Psy's suc¬ 


cess "to the universal appeal of 
catchy music — and er, great 
equine dance moves.” 

Psy has swept all before him 
in the past five months, 
hoovering up awards and scor¬ 
ing guest appearances with 
everyone from Madonna to the 
head of the United Nations. 

Although its imminent de¬ 
mise has been predicted many 
times, the Psy phenomenon 
has simply refused to die. 

Every time it has looked 
like fading, another parody, 
another celebrity or even an¬ 
other world leader has popped 
up to administer some public¬ 
ity CPR and restore it to 
health. 


Dutch impound Steve Jobs superyacht 
over unpaid bill 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Steve 
Jobs' Dutch-built superyacht 
has been impounded in Ams¬ 
terdam because of a dispute 
between the late Apple 
founder's estate and designer 
Philippe Starck over an unpaid 
bill, a Starck lawyer said Fri¬ 
day. 

The Venus reportedly cost 
over 100 million euros ($130 
million) to build and was only 
unveiled in October, just over 
a year after Jobs died. 

Jobs' estate says Starck 
should be paid a percentage of 
the overall cost of the project, 
which took over five years to 
complete. Starck says he 
should be paid a fixed nine 
million euros for his contribu¬ 
tion, Klaassen said. 


The estate is offering six 
million euros. 

Klaassen said he was in 
contact with a Dutch lawyer 
representing the Jobs estate, 
Gerard Moussault. 

"Hopefully we will come to 
an interim agreement with re¬ 
gard to security,” Klaassen 
said. 

Jobs' family, including 
widow Laurene Powell Jobs 
and their three children Reed, 
Erin and Eve, was supposed to 
take charge of the yacht in the 
United States. 

Klaassen said he had seen 
documents that show Jobs and 
Starck were "very close in the 
period that the design was 


made and the building pro¬ 
ceeded. 

That's one of the reasons 
there was no formal agreement 
on the job,” he said. 

The aluminium-hulled yacht 
was built by Royal De Vries 
shipbuilder's in Aalsmeer, just 
south of Amsterdam, with in¬ 
teriors designed by Starck. 

The bridge features a control 
panel made up of an array of 
seven iMac computers. 

Starck said last year that he 
was working on the yacht, 
which was mentioned in Wal¬ 
ter Isaacson's biography of 
Jobs, who died on October 5, 
2011. He said it was "sleek and 
minimalist”, with teak decks.

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US gun lobby urges armed 
police in every school

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States' most powerful 
pro-gun lobbying group de¬ 
manded Friday that armed po¬ 
lice be deployed to every 
school in the country follow¬ 
ing a mass shooting that left 20 
young children dead. 

Even as the NRA leaders 
made their combative and de¬ 
termined appearance another 
four people died in Pennsylva¬ 
nia in America's latest shooting 
spree. But the lobbyists ceded 
no ground to those calling for 
tougher gun laws. 

NRA vice-president Wayne 
LaPierre,said the NRA was 
ready to help train security 
teams for schools and work 
with teachers and parents to 
improve security measures, 
and accused the media and the 
political class of demonizing 
gun owners. 

These deaths were only the 
latest in a series of mass shoot¬ 
ings in the United States this 
year, and prompted President 
Barack Obama to throw his 
weight behind plans to revive 
a ban on assault weapons. 

America has suffered an 
epidemic of gun violence over 
the last three decades includ¬ 
ing 62 mass shooting incidents 
since 1982. The vast majority 


of weapons used have been 
semi-automatic weapons ob¬ 
tained legally by the killers. 

There were an estimated 
310 million non-military 
firearms in the United States 
in 2009, roughly one per citi¬ 
zen, and people in America are 
20 times more likely to be 
killed by a gun than someone 
in another developed country. 

But LaPierre insisted gun 
ownership was not the prob¬ 
lem. 

You know, five years ago 
after the Virginia Tech tragedy 
when I said we should put 
armed security in every 
school, the media called me 
crazy," he said, referring to a 
2007 campus shooting that left 
32 people dead. 

"But what if, what if when 
Adam Lanza started shooting 
his way into Sandy Hook Ele¬ 
mentary School last Friday 
he'd been confronted by qual¬ 
ified armed security?" he de¬ 
manded. "Will you at least 
admit it's possible that 26 little 
kids, that 26 innocent lives 
might have been spared that 
day? Is it so abhorrent to you 
that you'd rather continue to 
risk the alternative?" 

The statement did not im¬ 
press Chris Murphy, the con- 
gressman who represents the 


district that includes the 
school. 

"Walking out of another fu¬ 
neral and was handed the NRA 
transcript. The most revolting, 
tone deaf statement I've ever 
seen," he said, on Twitter. 

And the statement immedi¬ 
ately drew criticism from sup¬ 
porters of tougher gun control, 
who are pushing to ban semi¬ 
automatic assault weapons like 
the .223 Bushmaster rifle that 
Lanza used in Friday's shooting. 

"The NRA leadership's 
drive to fill our schools with 
more deadly guns and ammo is 
wildly out of touch with re¬ 
sponsible gun owners and the 
American public," New Jersey 
Senator Frank Lautenberg 
said. 

But LaPierre ploughed on, 
warning that more killers are 
actively plotting to attack 
schools. 

And he slammed and at¬ 
tacked media conglomerates, 
denouncing violent video 
games, music videos that cele¬ 
brate crime and Hollywood 
movies that glamorize vio¬ 
lence. 

"Isn't fantasizing about 
killing people as a way to get 
your kicks really the filthiest 
form of pornography?" he de¬ 
manded.

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Commodities haunted by US fiscal worries before Christmas 


LONDON (AFP) - Commod¬ 
ity markets were hit this week 
in the run-up to Christmas, as 
hopes faded for a deal to avert 
the ’’fiscal cliff’ of tax rises 
and spending cuts that could 
send the world’s biggest econ¬ 
omy spinning into recession, 
analysts said. 

Unless the political deadlock 
in Washington is broken, the 
fiscal cliff measures will be 
implemented in the United 
States — a major consumer of 
many raw materials — on Jan¬ 
uary 1. 

Commodity markets had 
won support last week after 
the US central bank launched 
more stimulus measures. But 
data showed Thursday that the 
American economy grew 3.1 
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percent in the third quarter, 
faster than previously esti¬ 
mated, dampening hopes of 
more stimulus. 

OIL: Prices diverged this 
week, but saw steep losses on 
Friday as sentiment was 
rocked by intensifying fiscal 
cliff concerns in top crude 
consumer the United States. 

Prices had rallied Tuesday 
amid indications Washington 
was inching closer to resolving 
the budget impasse, after US 
President Barack Obama met 
with top Republican lawmaker 
John Boehner in the latest ef¬ 
fort to broker an agreement. 

The market also rose on 
Wednesday following news of 
a decline in US petroleum in¬ 


ventories, which indicated 
strong demand. 

Crude futures paused on 
Thursday but dived by more 
than a dollar on Friday amid 
the political stalemate in 
Washington. 

A Republican plan to let tax 
breaks expire on US million¬ 
aires collapsed late Thursday 
when it failed to earn enough 
party support. 

Early Friday, Republican 
leaders said they were not 
walking away from negotia¬ 
tions but a compromise re¬ 
mains elusive, and investors 
remain on edge. 

The measure had been 
blasted by Obama's Democrats 
as a diversionary tactic that 


would never have passed in 
the Senate, where they hold a 
majority. 

By Friday on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange, West 
Texas Intermediate (WTI) or 
light sweet crude for delivery 
in February rose to $88.40 per 
barrel from $86.51 a week ear¬ 
lier for the January contract. 

On London's Intercontinen¬ 
tal Exchange, Brent North Sea 
crude for February dipped to 
$108.88 a barrel from $109.00 
last week for the January con¬ 
tract. 

PRECIOUS METALS: 

Gold struck the lowest level 
since August, hit also by 
profit-taking ahead of the 
year-end, dragging other pre¬ 


cious metals lower. 

By late Friday on the Lon¬ 
don Bullion Market, gold slid 
to $1,651.50 an ounce from 
$1,696.25 a week earlier. 

Silver dropped to $29.89 an 
ounce from $32.52. 

On the London Platinum 
and Palladium Market, plat¬ 
inum declined to $1,533 an 
ounce from $1,613. 

Palladium fell to $675 an 
ounce from $700. 

GRAINS AND SOYA: 
Maize, wheat and soya prices 
all fell. 

By Friday on the Chicago 
Board of Trade, maize for de¬ 
livery in March dipped to 
$7.01 a bushel from $7.30 a 
week earlier.
